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Greenbelt Is Center of Billion Dollar 
Commercial Development, Investment Area 


TRAFFIC PROJECTIONS FOR AREA 
HIGHWAYS AFFECT DEVELOPMENT

For over a decade Greenbelt city Councils have opposed 
high-density apartment and commercial development in and 
around Greenbelt because adequate public facilities were lack¬ 
ing. The state-imposed sewer moratorium of the early seven¬ 
ties, for example, recognized the unmistakable inadequacy of 
one public facility necessary to support development. After the 
moratorium was lifted, the problem of an inadequate road sys¬ 
tem still remained.

The City of Greenbelt is at 
the hub of what has been coin¬ 
ed the $Billion Dollar Circle 
($BC). An imaginary geo¬ 
graphic area where nearly a 
billion dollars worth of con¬ 
struction is either currently 
in place, planned or underway, 
the $BC is treated as a top pri¬ 
ority economic area by the 
county. It is three miles in 
diameter and centered where 
the Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway, Capital Beltway, 
Greenbelt Road and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue all come to¬ 
gether. 

According to executive director 
for $BC activities and informa¬ 
tion, John M. Gornall of Gornall 
Communications, “The $BS is one 
of the hottest real estate invest¬ 
ment and development territories 
on the East Coast. Blue chip 
shopping centers, employment 
centers, office building complexes, 
professional centers, hotel instal¬ 
lations, retail facilities and hous¬ 
ing and condominiums are boom¬ 
ing in the Billion Dollar Circle/’ 

Gornall notes that the $BC in¬ 
cludes Greenbelt showcase pro¬ 
jects like the Williamsburg-styled 
Greenway Shopping Center, devel¬ 
oped by Western Development; the 
Capital Office Park, by Springhill 
Lake Associates; the Prudential 
Insurance Company's Golden Tri¬ 
angle office complex; the Capitol 
Cadillac automobile dealership on 


Most of those present at the 
party lined up and waited pa¬ 
tiently to say a personal goodbye 
to Msgr.

the Triangle and Ooakley & Willi¬ 
ams Trade Center Park. 

The continuing interest by ma¬ 
jor developers and investor groups 
in constructing high quality office 
and industrial parks in the coun¬ 
ty attracted high-technology, com¬ 
puter software, telecommunica¬ 
tions and other sophisticated 
firms. Major attractions to in¬ 
vestors have included available 
land at a reasonable cost along 
the Capital Beltway, lease rates 
that are very competitive within 
neighboring suburbs, and county 
assistance in the form of industri¬ 
al revenue bonds and loans 
through the Maryland Industrial 
Financing Authority. 

Despite what is described as a 
“softness” in the office building 
market, officials in the county’s 
Department of Program Planning 
and Economic Devlopment are op¬ 
timistic that the development 
boom can be sustained. Evi¬ 
dence of market support .they 
c *ay, can be found in occupancy 
rates “whieh have not only been 
maintained fin 1981) but have 
improved over . . . (1980).” 

It has been predicted that 
Greenbelt could become the second 
largest employment center in the 
^tate. To explore how this may 
come about, the News Review is 
presenting a series of articles on 
office and other commercial de¬ 
velopment in the city. The first 
article, on the Capital Office Park, 
appeared in the Mav 6 issue. The 
accompanying article takes a 
look at the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Park.

Maryland Trade Center Park 

The tallest commercial building 
in Prince Georges County — the 
16-story Maryland Trade Center 
(OAO) — will be joined by two 
office towers, a banquet facility 
and a hotel. Dubbed the Maryland 
Trade Center Park, the $55 Mil¬ 
lion complex will be located be¬ 
hind the Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter at the interchange of the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway and 
the Beltway. 

Coakley and Williams, Inc. 
*C-W) developers of the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center building #1, 
will alr-o build the planned office 
towers and hotel. Martins, Inc. is 
buving 8.5 acres of the 41-acre 
MTC park to construct the ban¬ 
quet facility. The entire tract 
officially became part of Greenbelt 
on April 29 following amicable 
annexation negotiations between 
the developers and the city coun¬ 
cil. 

‘We are plugging the MTC park 
as a full serv ; ce park. You won’t 
have to leave it to get to a hotel 
room, to a shopping center or to 
restaurants . . said Brian 

Coakley, marketing vice-president. 

The existing building is 100% 
leased. The OAO corporation oc¬ 
cupies five floors; Lockheed En¬ 
gineering and Management Ser¬ 
vice Co. 2M> floors: and Interna¬ 
tional Business Machines and 
Yorktowne Business Institute, one 
floor each. Storer Communica¬ 
tions is on the first floor and C-W

FIRST FLEA MARKET 
SATURDAY, IN CENTER 

Saturday, June 19, from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p,m. marks the first flea mar¬ 
ket in the Greenbelt Shopping 
Center, supported by the City 
Council and sponsored by the Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center. While the 
event will be a fund-raiser for the 
Arts Center, the primary objec¬ 
tive will be to bring residents and 
non-residents into the historic 
shopping center and boost the 
economic vitality of the shopping 
center. Such markets are ex¬ 
tremely popular and the Arts Cen¬ 
ter hopes to benefit from it by pro¬ 
moting events running at the Arts 
Center while providing patrons 
with the additional attraction of 
live performances. 

It is intended that the market 
will be a mixture of both yard- 
sale and arts and crafts items.

Past and present city councils, 
advisory boards and citizen 
groups have considered crucial to 
orderly development the improve¬ 
ment of the Kenilworth-Greenbelt 
Rd. interchange. In their view 
this and other road improvements 
were vital; they needed to be 
in place, these officials thought, 
before significant additional de¬ 
velopment occurred in the region. 

The $12.3 million Kenilworth- 
Greenbelt Rd. reconstruction pro¬ 
ject, programmed for construction 
in fiscal 1985, is expected to re¬ 
lieve severe congestion and to 
provide access to the future 
Greenbelt Metro station. However, 
in light of recent severe finan¬ 
cial problems connected with 
building and maintaining high¬ 
ways, there is no assurance that 
this commitment for funding will 
be sustained. 

But because the project is “com¬ 
mitted” (i.e., programmed for con¬ 
struction at a specific time), MN- 
CPPC staff are required to con¬ 
sider the Kenilworth-Greenbelt 
Rd. intersection as already im¬ 
proved when they examine pro¬ 
posed new developments at the 
preliminary plan of subdivision 
stage. Consequently their recom¬ 
mendations and calculations con¬ 
cerning the volume of traffic that 
the intersection can handle are 
based not on its existing config¬ 
uration but on anticipated future 
changes. 

A second aspect of MNCPPC 
procedures also affects their pro¬ 
jections. In assessing the poten¬ 
tial impact of new development 
proposals on future traffic pat¬ 
terning and flow, staff planners 
generally analyze se^aT'ately each 
individual project. Other propos¬ 
ed projects in the area are not 
also added to give a complete pic¬ 
ture. This year, however, funds 
have been budgeted for a survey 
of all existing and proposed de¬ 
velopment in the area of the Ken¬ 
ilworth-Greenbelt Rd. interchange. 


COUNTY COMMITTEE 

When a gala inaugural event 
was scheduled for the Capital 
Center in 1980, the Washington 
Press poked fun at holding the 
prestigious program in Prince 
Georges County. Outraged 
county officials and others pro¬ 
tested. Among them were de¬ 
velopers who later joined toge¬ 
ther in an informal committee 
to enhance the county’s image 
nationwide and to market de¬ 
velopment within the $Billion 
Dollar Circle. 

Th group provides informa¬ 
tion and inserts special supple¬ 
ments in the Washington Busi¬ 
ness Review and other publica¬ 
tions in an effort to attract 
business and real estate firms, 
manufacturing plants and oth¬ 
er industries to relocate with¬ 
in the $BC. 

Included in the $BC are rep¬ 
resentatives of Capital Office 
Park, Maryland Trade Center 
Park, Golden Triangle, Green¬ 
way Shopping Center, West¬ 
chester Towers and Wood- 
stream, a residential develop¬ 
ment in Seabrook. 


One such development is the 
projected Maryland Trade Center 
park, on land south and east of 
the Greenway Shopping Center. 
The Greenbelt City Council did 
not look favorably on this de¬ 
velopment until the promise was 
made to extend Hanover Park¬ 
way. east of the Greenway Shop¬ 
ping Center, to connect with Good 
Luck Rd. 

Although the MNCPPC staff did 
not require the extension as a 
condition for granting approval 
for the preliminary plan for sub¬ 
division, nor even consider it as 
a great boon to MTC park at 
peak-rush hour — “It doesn't go 
anywhere,” they say — the county 
established a new tax increment 
financing (TIF) district, the 
Greenbelt Area Development Dis¬ 
trict, to make possible the road 
improvements. TIF will finance the 
Hanover extension and other pub¬ 
lic improvements, including the 
widening of Greenbelt Rd. and 
modification of the traffic sig¬ 
nal at Hanover Parkway. Bonds 
sold under this program will be 
retired from increased tax reven¬ 
ues generated by commercial dev¬ 
elopment within the TIF district. 

According to Brian Ooakley, 
markting vicepresident of Ooakley 
& Williams, developers of MTC, 
“If the road doesn’t go through 
it won’t be a real problem to us. 
But we support the city’s posi¬ 
tion.” Ben Dyer, engineers for 
C-W, is moving ahead on a pre¬ 
liminary study of the extension 
and other road improvements. 

Construction of the third office 
tower in the MTC park, as well as 
a future hotel, are conditioned on 
improvements to Greenbelt Rd. 
and the modification of traffic 
signals at Hanover Parkway.

HOMEOWNER'S PROPERTY 
TAX CREDIT PROGRAM 
AMOUNTS INCREASED 

On June 1, 1982. Governor Har¬ 
ry Hughes signed into law House 
Bill 270 which increases in two 
steps over the next two years the 
amount of benefits persons are eli¬ 
gible to receive under the Home- 
owners' Property Tax Credit Pro¬ 
gram. For the current 1982-83 tax¬ 
able year, the legislation immedi¬ 
ately increases the maximum pos¬ 
sible tax credit from $900 to $1,050 
and changes the formula by which 
the credits are calculated so that 
generally all recipients will re¬ 
ceive a $15 increase across the 
board in the amount of credit. 
For the 1983-84 taxable year, the 
maximum amount of credit will be 
increased to $1,200 and each re¬ 
cipient will receive an additional 
$30 in the amount of credit grant¬ 
ed. 

The increased amounts of credit 
will be paid automatically to per¬ 
sons who have already submit¬ 
ted their 1982 Homeowners’ Tax 
Credit applications.

Deadline July 1 to Apply 
For Renters' Tax Credit 

Renters age 60 and over or those 
disabled are reminded that they 
have only approximately two 
weeks before the July 1 filing 
deadline for the State of Mary¬ 
land Renters’ Tax Credit Pro¬ 
gram. 

Modeled after the Homeowners' 
Property Tax Credit Plan, the 
renters’ program allows property 
tax credits of up to $450 a year 
for renters who have reached age 
60 or who are disabled. Since rent¬ 
ers indirectly pay property taxes 
as part of their rental they should 
receive a credit as homeowners 
do. The program assumes that 
15 % of the person’s occupancy 
rent goes toward payment of prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

It is emphasized that elderly 
and disabled renters must apply 
for this credit on a standard ap¬ 
plication form since any credit

corporate headquarters is located 
on the sixteenth. 

“We were very pleased the way 
the leasing progressed ... It re¬ 
inforced our bullishness in this 
area," Coakley said. 

The second tower could start 
rising in the fall. The developers 
are fairly optimistic that they 
can get their anchor tenants first. 
Plans for the tower are being fin¬ 
alized by Warren Sargeant, arch¬ 
itect of building #1. 

According to Coakley, the sec¬ 
ond building will be broader and 
shorter (14 stories) than the ex¬ 
isting tower, but basically com¬ 
patible with it, including (1) the 
contemporary solar bronze ene- 
ergy efficient glass exterior and 
(2) the “Sunkeeper" a computer 
monitored heating and air condi¬ 
tioning system. 

Construction of the third tower 
is dependent on marketing con- 
ditons as well as required im¬ 
provements to Greenbelt Road 
and the extension of Hanover 
Parkway to Good Luck Road. 
(See separate story.) 

Site plans for the hotel and 
banquet facility have been ap¬ 
proved. 

The hotel is expected to be a 
Comfort Inn, but arrangements 
have not yet been finalized. Coak¬ 
ley & Wiliams will hold the fran¬ 
chise with its hotel division 
operating the facility. 

“We hope to break ground in 
July," Coakley said. Seven stor¬ 
ies tall, the motel will initially 
have 200 rooms. Road improve¬ 
ments must be completed before 
an expansion to 400 rooms can 
be achieved. The motel will even¬ 
tually assume a cross shape to al¬ 
low for 'the increase. 

A covered walkway will con¬ 
nect the motel to the Martin’s 
Greenbelt facility. 

Martin’s 

Martin’s is close to finalizing 
the purchase of 8.5 acres for its 
Martin’s Greenbelt convention/ 
banquet conference center. 

The one and a half story build¬ 
ing will cater to groups of 25 to 
2 , 000 . 

’This is possible," explained 
Preston Greene, Martin’s vice- 
president of finance, “through the 
innovative configuration of hy¬ 
draulic walls (which) allow a 
great deal of flexibility for many 
different purposes” — seminars, 
trade shows, meetings, weddings, 
family and private social func¬ 
tions, and fund-raisers. 

The main ballroom will have a 
capacity of 2,000 and can be di¬ 
vided into five smaller rooms seat¬ 
ing from 100 to 400 persons each. 
Each of these five rooms is di¬ 
visible into smaller rooms serving 
40 to 100 each, 

A canopy supported by pillars 
will extend from the formal en¬ 
trance and overhang a circular 
driveway. There are plans for 
extensive landscaping and a 
fountain. Financing is being ac¬ 
complished with the use of coun¬ 
ty revenue bonds. 

In response to Greenbelt council 
and citizens concern about the 
size and appearance of the Mar¬ 
tin’s emblem on the side of the 
building — a champagne glass — 
Greene noted that * it will be a 
scaled-down champagne glass . . . 
a little more stylish with more 
ambiance than on our other build¬ 
ings . . " 

“We recognize the wishes and 
desires of the community and 
want to make friends , . ., we want 
to cooperate and to be able to 
please them," he said, adding that 
the “building itself has a unique¬ 
ness thait will project our image." 

Greene said that Martin’s will 
continue its custom of offering 
the facility for use as a commun¬ 
ity center. "The nature of our 
business allows this," he explain¬ 
ed.

Members interested in receiving windows for additions 
in masonry units should follow these steps: 

• Call the Rehab Hotline (474-8644) to receive a Window 
Request Form. The form must be returned at least 
two days before your windows are measured. 

• Sign a work order. You will receive this after the 

windows are measured and the cost is determined. 

The cost of windows for additions of masonry homes will 
be based on unit prices in the GHIDC contract with Weath¬ 
er-Guard Corp. and will be included in your rehab charges.
